SANK THE U-8. 


Useless Smacks Used as a 


Decoy to the Germans. 


When Periscope is Sighted the 
Fleet is Signalled. 


Sea Sweepers Then Catch and 
Destroy the Enemy.

LONDON, March 18.—Mysterious 
references are being made, even in 
the press, by those who know more 
than they are allowed to tell, to the 
measures taken by Britain to break 
up the submarine “blockade” of these 
islands. What these measures are I 
have learned, partly by personal ob- 
servation from the deck of a ship, 
Partly from other sources. It is a 
fact which has puzzled many that 
the Admiralty has been remarkably 


successful in reducing losses to British 
ships. Although it is persistently re- 


ported that ships have been sunk by 
the Germans whose loss has béen 
concealed, no important merchant 


ship or ship of war has gone down 
since the German under-sea boats 
have patrolled the “war zone.” Since 
January 21, using the Admiraltt’s of- 
ficial figures to March &$, and esti- 
mating since then at the same rate, 
9825 shipe of more than 300 tons 
have left or arrived at United King- 
dom ports. Twenty ships have been 
torpedoed, according to the official 
figures, and fourteen others unsuccess- 
fully attacked. The last figure is ab- 
surd, but allowing liberally for sup- 
pression of facta, the remarkable feat 
Se Admiralty is nevertheless mani- 


HOW ITS DONE. 

This is how it was done. When 
the Germans officially announced 
their blockade, after sinking a few 
ships in the preceding month, they 
gave England two weeks of grace to 
prepare te meet the new danger. They 
are probably sorry they did. When 
the war gone decree took effect on 
February 18, England was reddy. The 
English and Scottish coasts were pa- 
trolied, not by warships, but by ves- 
sels whose intrinsic value is less than 
the $4000 each the new German 
torpedoes cost, peculiarly vulnerable 
to attack, and yet immune, because 
the Germans cannot epend their 
precious torpedoes on such game. This

three, possibly seven or eight. If the 
larger number have gone down, the 
Admiralty i concealing Ws own 
achievements to mystify the Germans, 
an improbable procedure which is 
widely believed here. 

Off the Irish coast, in the dangerous 
waters of St. George's Channel and 
the Irish Sea, and in the still more 
pertious English Channel and North 
Sea, the Irish fishing smacks and the 
North Sea trawlers are used for the 
patrol. Each is given a certain very 
limited etretch of water to cover, so 
limited that from the deck of a liner 
two of these apparently innocent fish- 
ers are often in sight at the same time.

FLASH A SIGNAL 

Tt is the duty of one of these boats, 
when it sees a periscope, to report 
promptly by wireless to the nearest 
naval station. This is a harbor, or 
perhaps a spot in the open sea, fre- 
quently changed, where about half 
a dozen destroyers, and a fast light 
cruiser or two, are stationed. When 
the fash comes from the vatrol, these 
ships rush to the scene. Some go 
direct. others describe arcs on both 
sides of the position given, hurrying 
to positions in the possible lanes of 
flight one of which the sub- 
marine will adopt when she realizes 
the danger from the smudges 
of emoke on the horizon. The 
speed of a submarine under wa- 
ter is ten miles an hour, that of a 
destroyer, thirty miles, so the latter 
have time to take up such positions 
as they choose around a circle within 
which they know the submarine must 
lie. 
Dive as she choose, & submarine 
must frequentiy come to the surface 
in the open sea. She cannot “go to 
sleep” on the bottom unless the water 
is very shallow, and if she travels far 
under water her precious store of fuel 
will be used up at a rate many times 
as great as though she were on the 
surface. It is very probable that if 
the warships reach the vicinity of the 
spot indicated by the patrol within a 
short time they will see the inquiring 
periscope. Then the ition of the 
submarine, so vulnerable that a éin- 
gie small shell will sink her, is des- 
perate. 

It was by such a dash as this that 
the flotilla of destroyers under Capt. 
Cc. D. Johneon destroyed the subma- 
rine U-8 off Dover. Twelve destroyers 
took part in this hunt—the Gurkha, 
Maori, Viking. Nubian, Falcon, Kan- 
garoo, Cossack, Lever, Fawn, Syren 
and Ure. Concerning the destruction 
of the U-8 a remarkable and circum- 
stantial story is in circulation in Lon- 
don. A retired naval captain told me 
that he believed it. The fact that the 
publication of the report.is not per- 
mitted iends it interest. 

MOST REMARKABLE. 

A number of destroyers in each flo- 
tilla, the story goes, carry on their 
decks part of a steel net. There are 
many versions of how long this net 
is and how it is constructed. When 
a submarine is run down these ntet- 
carrying destroyers come together, 
link up their respective pieces of net, 
separate and proceed siowly to drag 
the sea. Even with the net they can 
move faster than the submarine, and 
if the course of the latter is gauged 
correctly she may be caught. When 
the net touches the boat oeneath the 
water an electric signal runs back 
along the wires to the destroyers, and 
a hall of shells along the line of the 
net puts an end to the life of the sub- 


mates. 

It is said the U-8 stuck her nose 
into one of these ts, dragged by the 
Gurkha and the M,.. ri, after ehe had 
turned under water and was trying to 
travel in the opposite direction to the 
destroyers dragging the net and run 
past them to safety, and that her cap- 
tain rose promptly, the nose of his 
vessel still stuck In the net, and dis- 
piayed a white flag just after a cou- 
ple of shells pierced his boat. This 
version explaing why the entire crew 
of twenty-nine men was saved and yet 
the submarine sent to the bottom, an 
unusual] happening in submarine war- 
fare and one not explained in the offi- 
cial statements.

ADMIRALTY STATEMENT. 


The Admiralty tonight issued the 
following statement: 

“Twenty-three members of the crew 
and three passengers are missing from 
the steamer Agulia. 

“The steamer Falaba, which also 
sank, carried a crew of about ninety 
persons and about 160 passengers. 
About 140 survivors have been picked 
up, eight of whom, including the 
captain, died afterward. it is feared 
thet many persons on the steamer 
were killed by the explosion of the 
torpedo, 

“The Dutch steamer Amstel, a Ves- 
sel of 853 tons belonging to P. A. Van 
Es & Co., Rotterdam, when on @ pas- 
sage from Rotterdam to Goole, Eng., 
struck a mine at 4 a.m. March 29, 
in a German mine field off Flam- 
borough (Yorkshire, Eng.) The crew 
has been landed in the Humber by 
the Grimeby trawler Pinewold.”

FOUR MINUTES.TO 
LEAVE THE BOAT. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. PF.) 
FISHGUARD (Wales) March 29., 
6:30 p.m.—Thirteen members of the 


crew of the British steamship Aguila, 
which was sunk by the German sub- 
marine U-28 on Saturday night lost 
their lives. The survivora who arrived 
here today say the Aguila was sun« 
at a point fifty miles southeast of The 
Smalis, a group of rocks on the south- 
east coast of Ireland. 

The crew was given four minut 
which to leave the ship, but sufvivors 
say the steamer was fired upon ewhile 
the men were getting into the, boats. 
The chief engineer and two others 
were killed by shell fire and the lives 
of ten other men were lost. 

The captain of the submarine 
halled another steamer, the Ottilie, and 
told her captain of the sinking of the 
Agulla. The Ottille went tho the rescue. 

Capt. Bannerman of the Aguila said 
that the submarine fired across 
the bows of the steamer, but he speed- 
ed up to fourteen knots to clear the 
undersea vessel. The submarine was 
making eighteen knots, however, and 
quickly overtook them. 

The attempt of the Aguila to escape 
seemed to arouse the anger of the 
Germans, for they gave the crew and 
passengers only four minutes to leave 
the ship. But before this the submarine 
opened fire. which was kept up rap- 
idly while the crew was launching the 
boats, killing the chief engineer and 
two of the crew and wounding several 
others. 

One member of the crew who was 
rescued said that a boat in which were 
ten sallors, a woman passenger and 
a stewardess, was fired on and tne 
passenger was killed, while the stew- 
ardess was thrown into the water and 
drowned. Finally the boat ca 
sank.

bor channels as a “subterfuge” to im- 
prove the outer harbor at the expense 
of the inner harbor bond improve- 
ment funds, 

Capt. F. H. Gridley, for the peti- 
tioner, resumed his testimony, declar- 
ing that the cost of dredging in the 
areas B, C and D of the inner har- 
bor and depositing the dredgings in 
the area to be filled at fish harbor 
would be worth 9 cents per cubic yard, 
and that the shurtest length of pipe 
by which the dredgings could be car- 
ried would be 6500 feet, while at the 
longest distance it would be 8000 feet. 
He testified that filling the area back 
of the fish harbor bulkhead with 
dredgings taken from the harbor, or 
area A, would be a distinct advantage 
to the harbor, as it would allow ac- 
ceaés to the harbor by larger boats and 
that such dredging and filling would 
be worth 4 cents per cubic yard. 

Capt. Charles T. Leeds, army engi- 
neer, testified that it should cost in 
the neighborhood of 6 cents per cubic 
yard if the dredging was taken from 
area A. and if taken from the areas 
of the inner harbor channels the cost 
should be between 10 and 12 cents— 


“possibly more’’——per cubic yard. 
Thomas Hughes, fermer manager 
of the Pacific Wharf and Storage’ 
Company and who has done consid- 
erable dredging work in the Los An- 
geles harbor on private enterprises, 
testified that the cost of taking the 
filling material from area A and de- 
positing it back of the fish harbor 
breakwater would be about 6 cents, 
allowing for a contractors’ profit.

CULTURED DAUGHTER OF 
SOUTH DIES SUDDENLY. 


RS. ELLEN ROSE GIBBON, 

wife of Thomas E. Gibbon, and 

member of one of the first fami- 
lies cf the South, passed away sud- 
denly in her home, No. 2272 Har- 
vard boulevard, yesterday, from an 
attack of pneumonia. Her death was 
entirely unexpected. 

Little more than a week ago she 
returned from her annual visit to 
her old home in Little Rock, Ark., 
where she had been the honored 
guest at a series of social functions 
that exhausted her strength. The fol- 
lowing day, while motoring with Mr. 
rGibbons, she remarked that she felt 
chilled and that evening had difficulty 
in keeping warm. . 

From that time she was confined 
to her room, but seemed to be pro- 
greasing easily until sundown yester- 
day, when she asked to be assisted 
into another room. With Mr. Gibbon’s 


‘larm, she walked without difficulty. A 


short time later a feeling of depres- 
sion cvercame her and she sank into 
unconsciousness, death coming with- 


yout a sign. 


Mrs. Gibbon was born in 
Rock August 22, 1867. She was the 


daughter of Judge U. M. Rose. 
of the foremost personages ef the 
South, who was president of the Na- 


tional Bar Associaticn and a member 

of the last Hague peace conference, to 

which mission of honor and responsi- 

bility he was appointed by President 
elt. 

Her father was algo a lecturer in 
the law college, which Mr. Gibbon, 
then a student, attended. When she 
was 14 years old she first met Mr. 
Gibbon, and even in her youth a ro- 
mantic attachment between the two 
became known, and their courtship 
and marriage was one of the happiest 
of society affairs. 

Three years before the marriage 
Mr. Gibbon came to Los Angeles to 
establish himself, returning for hiv 
bride December 98, 1891. Since that 
time they have been residents of Los 
Angeles, making annual pilgrimages 
to the old home, where Mrs. Gibbon’s 
mother and five brpthers and sisters 
now live. 

Mrs. Gibbon was the mother cf two 
boys—William R. Gibbon, now at- 
tending Cornell University, 22 years 
old, and Thomas E. Gibbon, Jr., 14. 
She was an active member of the 
Christian Science Church. 

She belonged to no clubs, except 
minor social organizations of an ex. 
clusive nature, being greatly devoted 
to her home and family. She was a 
woman of unusual culture and varied 
knowledge. 

Funeral services will be in the home 
at 2 o'clock Wednesday afternoon.

Finance Committee of Council, 
While Unimpressed by Pica, Call 
on City Attorney and Chief of Po- 


When lobbyists for the ‘hbus” 
owners and drivers appeared bei. -« 
the Finance Committee of the Coun- 
cil yesterday, their request for the re- 
turn of $27,000, which they assert was 
overcharge on license permit fees, was 
given a reception about as warm as 
a boreal blast that ruffles the feathers 
of a pensive penguin. 

In other words, President Whiffen 
and his associates on the committee 
had the first real hearty laugh in 
months. This did not stir a smile 
on the faces of E. L. Williams, secre- 
tary, and W. A. Hagan, vice-president 
of the Auto Bus Owners’ and Opera- 
tors’ Association, who made the re- 
quest. 

After about $54,000 had been paid 
into the city treasury by bondless bus 
drivers for permits, it was discovered 
they were paying twice as much as 
they should have paid under the ordi- 
nance. At least, that is their version 
of it. Now they want half of it back. 
The question to be decided before 
such refund can be made is whether 
a jitbus comes under the section of 
the ordinance regulating “passenger 
autos for hire” which stand upon the 
streets. For these, there is a license 
fee of $60 a year. For those which 
do not stand upon the streets, the 
license fee is half that. ~ 
When this ordinance was adopted 
the jitbus had not even risen to the 
distinction of a public nuisance. The 
intent of the ordinance was to draw 
a distinction between the auto for 
hire that stands upon the street at 
@ regularly specified place and the 
auto that In a garage awaits a call 
to duty. 

The contention of the fitbus trust 
is that their near autos do not stand 
upon the street, waiting for fares, and 
that therefore they come under the 
same classification as the autos that 
remain in the garage subject to pub- 
lic hire. 

President Whiffen and his associates 
on the committee are very much in 
doubt on this point. Besides, the li- 
censes are in such confusion that it 
would be hard to determine which 
cars have stood on the street and 
which have not. 

“We want you to take our own evi- 
dence for that,”” sald Wil- 
Hames, who is the jitbus choice for 
the Council 

Whereupon a snicker ran round the 
room. 

Secretary Williams asserted that ap- 
plicants for new permits or renewals 
of licenses who pay for the next 
quarter, beginning on Thursday. will 
not pay the higher license as here- 
tofore. He asked the Finance Com- 
mittee, to make it plain to the Po- 
lice Commission, which has supervi- 
sion of the traffic, that the license fee 
for jitbus drivers, should be only $7.50 
@ quarter instead of $15.

Tia Juana Customs Agent Nails as 
Smuggicr Man who Shot Him Over 


a Year Ago. 

Customs Agent Evans, at Tia Juana, 
reported yesterday the capture of 
Joaquin Montez, F. Flores and J. B. 
Mashada with thirty-one five-tael 
cans of smoking opium. The prison- 
ers were placed in jail in San Diego 
and will be brought to Los Angeles 
today.

REDONDO BEACH 
+» PLUGS FOR BILL. 
THE UNEXPECTED OPPOSTTION 


STARTS BUSINESS MEN TO 
SECURE PASSAGE. 


CORRESPONDENT. 
REDONDO BEACH, March 293.— 
Unexpected opposition to the passage 
by the State Legislature of Assembly 
Bil No. 1605, which would give to 
Redondo Beach title to all tide-lands 
in the city, is the cause of the holding 
today and tonight of three meetings 
of different civic organizations to 
Urge the passage of the bill. 

The bill was introduced by Assem- 
blyman Lyon and was reported favor- 
ably out of committee, but local per- 
soma who are at Sacramento in the 
interest of the bil) dfecovered that 
Opposition from a mysterious quarter 
might defeat the bill. 

When this information reached here 

the executive committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce called a _ special 
meeting and passed resolutions in- 
dorsing the bill. 
The North End Improvement Asso-

attention. Copies of the resolution 
were forwardej to Senator Benedict 
and Assemblyman Lyon.

timent among lawmakers was against 
‘city-county consolidation, says Mr. 
Dunlop, and has been influenced by 
the opposition of Senators Cogswell, 
Carr and Thempson, all representing 
districts outside the city in Los An- 
geles county. 

Some lawmakers from Alameda 
county also are opposed to the plan. 
The people voted an enabling act last 
fall, making it possible for the Legis- 
lature to enact a law for city and 
county consolidation, but the oppcsi- 
tion from old Senators has crystallized 
in a general attitude, and the pro- 
posed consolidation will not become 
a fact for at least two years, ac- 
cording to all appearances. 

While Assistant City Attorney Rcb- 
ertson and Mr. Dunlop have lobbied 
in the interest of Los Angeles bills, 
they have also helped the County 
Supervisors in other measures which 
affect both city and county. Twelve 
measures urged by these representa- 
tives have been reported favorably by 
House and Senate committees, and 
give fair promise of becoming a law.

Bryan appear to believe that the Mex- 
ican is moved by the highest motives 
of honor and patriotism in the present 
internal conflict, and that Americans 
in Mexico are there for the purpose 
of appropriating that which rightfully 
belongs to the Mexicans, or, in other 
words, that the Americans are there 
for the purpose of robbery. 

“The Americans have waited pa- 
tiently for a reversal of this opinion. 
The Americans in Mexico believe that 
the so-called ‘upper class’ are ‘actuated 
by a desire for power and te plunder, 
and that these attributes form the ba- 
sis of their ideas of patriotism. 

“We believe the Americans in Mex- 
ico will compare favorably with any 
other equa] number of citizens in any 
part of the United States.” 

After discussing Mexican political 
incidents and the breaking of the 
pledges given to United States officials 
by political leaders, Mr. Spellacy says: 

“A favorite plan of the Carranzistas 
at Tampico and other points with 
which I am familiar is to raise the 
rate of exchange for American money 
when foreign pay rolls are due; flood 
the market. direct from official head- 
quarters, with currency, and then pro- 
duce an edict, signed by de- 
aes that this certain issue is null 
a void. This is only a sample of the 
embarrassments that are put upon the 
Americans trying to do business or 
protect their interests in Mexico. 

LEFT TO FATE. 

“When the American Consul at 
Tampico used every effort to retain 
Admiral Mayo and the Des Moines at 
Tampico, for the protection of more 
than 2000 American men, women and 
children, even to the extent of com- 
manding, by his consular authority, 
that the Americans be not left to al- 
most certain massacre, the admiral 
steamed away, following instructions 
from Washington. 

“That the expected massacre did 
not follow was due to the action of 
Capt. Kohler of the German crulser 
Dresden, later of the Karieruhe, who, 
on his own initiative, offered asylum 
to American women and children. 
When commanderr of other foreign 
cruisers in this port refused to jo! 
him in dispersing the mobs that 
threatened Americans, this captain, 
“in the name of humanity.” notified 
Gov. Zaragoza that if American blood 
was shed he would land his marines 
with machine guns and sweep the 
streets. 

“This was none too scon, for at 
that very time the mob was making 
its third and most determined attack 
upon the Hotel Southern, wherein 
were concefftrated 150 Americans, of 
which fifty were women and children. 

“Taken outside during the ensuing 
two days by vessels floating foreign 
flags, and transferred to American 
war vessels, the refugees were landed 
at Texas pointe. 

“Meanwhile Zaragoza kept rallroad 
locomctives with a full head of steam, 
for several days, ready to entrain his 
troops and depart when the fleet 
should enter the river. 

“One hundred and eighteen colo- 
nists at one time left Tampic4# as refu- 
gees, practically all of them being 
penniless, and many of them without 
shoes and adequate clothing. 

“Property is taken at will from the 
Americans by the warring factions. 
Free license is granted to rcb Amer- 
icans of money, provisions and crops, 
horses and cattle. This is often done 
at the point of a eun, and intimida- 
tion is practiced generally. 

ORGANIZED PILLAGING. 

“Two recent examples out of hun- 
dreds I will cite: Notice was given 
by the Carranzistas that the Ameri- 
cans must cease to operate a road 
out cf Vera Cruz. A week later the 
notice was posted that this property 
was forfeited because it had not been 
operated. An appeal was made direct. 
ly to Carranza, without result. An 


appeal to Washington has brought no 
relief 


“Mr. Merriam, on the Canatio 
hacienda, above Tampico, had man- 
aged to retain a portion cf his cattle 
until a few weeks ago. Then a band 
of Carranzistas took these and threat- 
ened Merriam’s life. About a week 
later 700 Gutierristas, on the way to 
join the Carranzistas, routed Merriam 
out in the night. compelled him to 
open his safe and deliver the money 
it contained, and immediately there- 
after a band of Villistas at Pamicco 
lined up Americans and robbed them 
of their money and watches and jew- 
elry, striking with the butts-of their 
guns the American who had no money 
or not enough to satisfy the robbers, 
threatening others with death, and, on 
pain of shooting them, making them 
publicly vilify their mothers and sis- 
ters. 


“ONLY BULLETS” 
IN MEXICO CITY. 


Something of conditions in Mexico 
City was indicated in a letter received 
yesterday by A. W. McCall of No. 670 
South Alvarado street, from a young 
Mexican attorney, who was forced to 
flee the capital city with his mother 
and family to escape the reign of 
terror that is now sweeping over it. 

Although the writer indicates that 
all mail is being censored by the au- 
therities in Vera Cruz, he has man- 
aged to convey the prevailing cond!- 
tions. Here are excerpts from the let- 


“Why did I not answer your let- 
ter before? That is very long to say, 
as you see, I am writing you from 
Vera Cruz. I have left Mexico City 
with my mother and brothers and 
sisters, leaving there my house and 
my office. At the present moment it 
is impossible to live in Mexico City; 
there is no water, there are no foods, 
there are only bullets there. Every 
court, every public office. even every 
store of any kind has been cldsed. 
The capital of this country has been 
removed to Vera Cruz, where Mr. 
Carranza and his government stay. - 

Here tn Vera Cruz everything ie 
quiet and easy. I don't believe there 
has ever been so many people in this 
port before. There is no work, but 
there is plenty of fish to eat.”

AN UPON GIRL 
DICE SHAKERS. 


JUDGE UPHOLDS VALIDITY OF 
CITY ORDINANCE. 


Judge Willis sounded the doom of 
girl dice shakers in pennant stands 
when he handed down yesterday 4 
decision upholding the constitutionali- 
ty of the new city ordinance prohibit- 


ing dice shaking by girls. 

The court ruled on the validity of 
the ordinance in the application of 
Miss Thelma Hahn, arrested for al- 
leged violation of it, for release on @ 
writ of habeas corpus. He denied the 
writ and remanded the girl petitioner 
to cudtody. She was arrested several 
weeks ago at No. 702 East Fifth 
street, at which place she shook dice 
to make a test case. She was re- 
manded to the custody of the police 
department to appear in police court 
on a charge of having violated the or- 


dinance. 

Her attorneys alleged the ordinance 
is unconstitutional because it is in 
contravention of a series of the State 
Constitution providing that no person 
shall be disqualified on account of sex 
from pursuing any lawful business. It 
was alleged the ordinance is class 
legislation and is unreasonable and 
discriminatory. 

Judge Willis cited several Supreme 
Court decisions and said: “No court 
has ever held in this State that gam- 
bling is a lawful business. It is sub- 
ject to control the same as the liquor 
business. Being under control of that 
kind, it is within, the power of the 
police to so regulate it as to protect 
the public health, morals and welfare. 

“T am of the opinion that the or- 
dinance in question is enacted in the 
interest of decency and morality, and 
that in passing the same the City 
Council subserved a wholesome public 
duty.” 

As a result of Judge Willis’s de- 
cision any woman who shakes dice at 
a pennant stand in the future is sub- 
ject arrest. 

Attofneys for Miss Hahn will prob- 
ably appeal to the higher court.

An important ruling by Clay Tall- 
man, Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, relative to disposition of 
applications, filings and selections, has 
just been received by Register Roche 
and Receiver Mitchell of the local 
Land Office. This ts the way it reads: 

Hereafter when lands uneurveved or 
withdrawn or reserved are to become 


subject to disposition under the laws 
applicable thereto by the filing of a 
township plat of survey or by resto- 
ration to entry from such withdrawals 
or reservations, all applications, fil- 
Ings or selections may be executed in 
& manner required by law, and, with 
the required fee and commissions, be 
presented to the local Land Office in 
person, by mail or otherwise, within 
twenty days ‘prior to the filing of the 
township plat or of reservation to en- 
try, unless the regulations governing 
the disposition of a rticular appli- 
cation or the land ected otherwise 
provide. 

No priority will be secured nor 
right forfeited by the presentation of 
such aplication, filing or selection, 
prior to the filing of the township map 
or the restoration of the lend to en- 
try, and all such applications, filings 
and selections shall, with those pre- 
sented by persons present at the local 
Land Office at the hour the lands be- | 
come subject to entry, be held and 
treated as simultaneously filed. 

These applicationg will be received 
and noted In the order of their filing: 
all such not based on a prior settie- 
ment right will be subject to valid set- 
tlement claims asserted in the man- 
ner prescribed by law, and the reg- 
ister and receiver will dispose of them 
as follows: 

Where there is no conflict the appli- 
cation shall be allowed irrespective of 
whether settiement is alleged; in case 
of conflicting applications and only 
one of the applicants alleges prior set- 
tlement, his application shall be al- 
lowed; in case of conflicting applica- 
tions each containing allegations of 
prior settlement a hearing shall be 
had. 

Where there are applications con- 
flicting in whole or in part, in which 
no one of the applicants claim prior 
settlement, the register and receiver 
will write on cards the names of the 
several applicants, and each of these 
ecards shall be placed in an envelope 
at 2 o'clock, on the date of opening 
to entry, if practicable; if not, at the 
same hour one week later. after al! 
the envelopes containing the names of 
the applicants shall be thoroughir 


mixed in the presence of such per~| 


sons as may desire to be present. they 
shall be drawn and numbered in or- 
der. The cards as numbered and 
drawn will be fastened to the appli- 
cations of the various persons and the 
applications will be allowed in that 
order. 

Where any applicant faile to ob- 
tain all the land applied for he will 
be permitted to elect whether he will 
retain the land secured ane amend his 
application to embrace other lands 
not affected by pending applications 
and otherwise subject thereto when 
such amended application is pre- 
sented, or withdraw his original ap- 
plication without prejudice, and in the 
event of such withdrawal the fees and 
commission will be returned by the 
‘local officials.

GEN. SHERMAN’'S PENDANT. 


Charlies S. Crossman of New York 
City, a winter visitor to Pasadena, has 
in his possession a huge diamond 
pendant, which was given to the late 
Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman by 
Ismael, the Khedive of Egypt. 

The pendant, which measures three 
and three-quarters inches fn length 
and two inches tn width, is set with 
104 stones. The three largest ones 
weigh 31.37 carats, while the remain- 
ing 101 stones are of two different 


The pendant is part of a diamond 
necklace which the Khedive presented 
Gen. Sherman after he had instructed 
the Egyptian army in American 
tactics. 

By especial act of Congress Gen. 
Sherman was allowed to accept the 
gift and also after muc&i delay was 
granted permission to pass it through 
the customhouse without paying duty. 

When he died Gen. Sherman left 
the pendant to his daughter, Mary 
Elizabeth Sherman, who, because of 
fimancial needs, sold it in September, 
1905. The person, whose name was 
not divulged, later sold it to the pres- 
ent owner, who has a hobby of col- 
lecting antique jewelry.

SAN DIEGO, March 29.—In a 
speech replete with witticiems and 


epigrams, complimentary references 
to the exposition and its builders, 
but without any political allusions, 
Vice-President Marshall addressed the 
large crowd in the Plaza de Panama 
this afternoon at the Panama-Cali- 
fornia Exposition, cn his official visit

CONGRATULATIONS. 
The Vice-President’s address this 
afternoon in part follows: . 
“I want to congratulate you, not 
alone on the marvel of the buildings, 
upon the beauty of these grounds. up- 
on the stateliness of this exposition, 
upon the calm and peace and quietude 
of it, but I want to compliment you 
upon something which, I think, is of 
far greater moment—I want to com- 
Pliment. you wpon that courage and 
that faith which Induced the people 
of San Diego to take charge of an 
exposition for themselves, and to bring 
it to a successful conclusion without 
outside interference or outside aid. 
“These expositions are wonderful! 
things. The most valuable thing to 
an exposition is that a politician can 
come before you and speak the God's 
truth.

“This exposition has another pur- 
pose: it is not only the purpose of 
uniting the péoples of this country 
and bringing to.your shores and with- 
in your courts the citizens of other 
nations that we may know and un- 
derstand and appreciate each other 
better, but this exposition has the op- 
portunity of bringing the individual 
man and woman in America in con- 
tact with the very highest of our civi- 
lizations and’ of instilling “into the 
mind of the boy and the girl and the 
young man and the young woman, not 
only the possibilities, but the great 
opportunities afforded to & man in 
America.” 
ONLY ONE FLEET. 


“T am glad to say that it ts the 
present intention of the government to 
have the main battleship fleet of the 
United States come out through the 
canal in July,”” said Mr. Roosevelt. 

“In the navy there has been too 
much—as there has in the nation— 
of Pacific Slope and Atlantic Slope, 
there has been too much of localism 
and the opening of the canal is go- 
ing to do more for the navy than any- 
thing that has happened for a genera- 
tion. Because it is going t make the 
service more and more one service. 
We want to have our ships and the 
officers and the men in them feel Just 
as much at home whether they are 
on the Atlantic or on the Pacific 
Coast. 


“We are not going (just because we 
have a canal) to divide our fleet. We 
want to keep the battleship fleet to- 
gether, because on that battleship fleet 
depends the safety of this country. 
There are going to be a lot of news- 
papers and politicians throughout this 
country who will have something to 
say. It ought not to be made haif 
an Atlantic fleet, and half a Pacific 
fleet: it ought to be Kept the Ameri- 
can fleet. And if it is kept the Amert- 
can fleet we are going to see to it 
that it comes over to the Pacific Coast 
as a whole and that it becomes as 
much at home here as on the Atlantic 
Coast.”

Fears no Colorado Floods this 
Season. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH. | 


CALEXICO, March 29.——-With 
a report that could be heard 
at the levee construction camp, 
eight miles away, a volcanic 
mound at the toe of the Co- 
copah range, near Volcano 
Lake, twenty-five miles south of 
here, broke Into eruption yes- 
terday. Mud was thrown high 
and steam issued forth. A hot 
water lake surrounds the mound 
today. The eruption followed 
closely the vistt of Secretary of 
the Interior Lane in the Vol- 
cano Lake region. 


CALEXICO, March -23,-—-Out of the 
jurisdiction of the United States and 
into that of chaotic Mexico, stepped 
Secretary of the Interior Franklin K. 
Lane today to Inspect the Volcano 
Lake levee, twenty-five miles south of 
the boundary line. Crossing the bor- 
der at 9 o'clock inthe morning he 
passed practically the entire ‘day ac- 
quainting himself with the Colorado 
River protective work in Mexican ter- 
ritory upon which the American gov- 
ernment and the people of the Im- 
perial Valley are each spending $100,- 


000 this spring. 
Shortly before dark the special! train 


carrying the Cabinet officer and his 
party crossed the line into Arizona 
near Yuma, where the members are 
passing the night on the way to 


Washington. 

The formal amenities of the Secre- 
tary’s visit inte Mexico were com- 
plied with, but with a slight hitch. 
The party motoring down from El 
Centro, where it had passed the night, 
left their machines on the American 
side of the irrigation ditch which 
separates Calexico and Mexicali—the 
United States and Mexico. It was 
there that Col. Esteban Cantu, Gov- 
enor of Baja California, was expected 
to meet the Americans to fermally 
welcome them into his territory. 

MISS CONNECTIONS. 

The Secretary and those accompany- 
ing him marked time for some fifteen 
minutes and then it developed that 
the Mexican Governor had misunder- 
stood the time and was to be expected 
from the rear, from his home on the 
American side. So the American cars 
were cranked up and sped over the 
line to the office of the Sociedad, 
where a moment later Col. Cantu ap- 


With Depositario A. F. Andrade as 
interpreter, Gov. Cantu gave a short 
speech of welcome to which the Sec- 
retary answered in kind and invited 
the Governor to accompany the party. 
This he did to Cocopagh, a’ station 
line of the Inter-California 
Railroad. From there he returfied to 
Mexicali with Mr. Andrade. 

Secretary Lane and the others left 
in automobiles for Volcano Lake, 
Back of Volcano Lake, a vast mud flat, 
he saw hundreds of men and teams 
throwing up a battle line east and 
west for a distance of nine miles, a 
solid barrier seven feet in height with 
a crown of ten feet. It is the bar- 
ricade thrown up to repel the June 
invasion of the Colorado River 

RIDES THE LEVEE. 

In his auto he rode, either along it 
or on ¢t of the levee, its entire 
length a the searching questions he 
put to his guides were proof suffi- 
cient of the sincerity and earnestness 
of his interest in the Colorado River 
problem. He had for guides Charlies 
R. Rockwood, chief engineer: C. 
Brockman and Walter Hamilton, 
rectors; and Tom Hinds, superin- 
tendent of the Imperial irrigation dis- 
trict, which ts doing the work. 

William Marshall, consulting 
engineer to the Secretary, made the 
trip, but deferred to Hinds tn describ- 
ing the levee country to the Cabinet 
Lane told newspa- 
per men that he was not yet prepared 
to discuss plans for permanent con- 
trol of the river, although he said 
informally that it appeared that the 
Bee River should be closed, which 
would mean the putting back of the 
Colorado River into its old channel. 

FEARS NO FLOOD. . 


“The work on the levee has con- 
vinced me that Imperial Valley is in 
no danger of damage from flood this 
year,” Mr. Lane said. “What must 
be done to harness the river perma- 
nently is a matter to be studied out. 
The trip has been an education to me. 
I am now better prepared to advise 
Congress on your needs and present 
facts of my own personal knowledge.” 

The Secretary said that members of 
the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions would come west in June, and 
expressed the hope that they could 
inspect the protective work which he 
has seen.

The pendant, which measures three 
and three-quarters inches in length 
and two inches tn width, is set with 
104 stones. he three largest ones 
weigh 31.37 carats, while the remain- 
ing 101 stones are of two different 
sizes. 

The pendant is part of a diamond 
necklace which the Khedive presented 
Gen. Sherman after he had instructed

Sherman was allowed to accept the 
sift and also after muc& delay was 
granted permission to pass it through 
the customhouse without paying duty. 

When he died Gen. Sherman left 
the pendant to his daughter, Mary 
Elizabeth Sherman, who, because of 
firancial needa, sold it in September, 
1905. The person, whose name was 
not divulged, later sold it to the pres- 
ent owner, who has a hobby of col- 
lecting antique jewelry.

Speaks “God's Truth” Before

Navy Official Says Canal 
Unites the Fleet.

SAN DIEGO, March 29.—In a 
speech replete with witticisms and 


epigrams, complimentary references 
to the exposition and its builders, 
but without any political allusions, 
Vice-President Marshal! addressed the 
large crowd in the Piaza de Panama 
this afternoon at the Panama-Cali- 
fornia Exposition, cn his official visit 
as representative of President Wil- 
son. 

"The Vice-President has steadily re- 
fused in speeches and interviews to 
discuss either politics or finance and 
will not even permit Mre. Marshal! 
to express her opinions on suffrage 
or political questions. He referred to 
the exposition as being most valua- 
ble, as here a politician may come be- 
fore thé people and speak the God's 
truth. 

That there would be no Pacific and

CALEXICO, March 29,—Out of the 
jurisdiction of the United States and 
into that of chaotic Mexico, stepped 
Secretary of the Interior Franklin K. 
Lane today to inspect the Volcano 
Lake levee, twenty-five miles south of 
the boundary line. Crossing the bor- 
Ger at 9 o'clock in “the morning he 
passed practically the entire ‘day ac- 
quainting himself with the Colorado 
River protective work in Mexican ter- 
ritory upon which the American gov- 
ernment and the people of the Im- 
perial Valley are each spending $100,- 
000 this epring. 

Shortly before dark the special train 
carrying the Cabinet officer and his 
party crossed the line into Arizona 
near Yuma, where the members are 
passing the night on the way to 
Washington. 

The formal amenities of the Secre- 
tary’s visit into Mexico were com- 
plied with, but with a slight hitch. 
The party motoring down from El 
Centro, where it had passed the night, 
left their machines on the American 
side of the irrigation ditch which 
separates Calexico and Mexicali—the 
United States and Mexico. It was 
there that Col. Esteban Cantu, Gov- 
enor of Baja California, was expected 
meet the Americans to fermally 
welcome them into his territory. 

MISS CONNECTIONS. 
The Secretary and those accompany- 


Re. him marked time for some fifteen 


minutes and then it developed that 
the Mexican Governor had misunder- 
stood the time and was to be expected 
from the rear, from his home on the 
American side. So the American cars 
were cranked up and sped over the 
line to the office of the Sociedad, 
where a moment later Col. Cantu ap- 


peared. 

With Depositario A. F. Andrade as 
interpreter, Gov. Cantu gave a short 
speech of welcome to which the Sec- 
retary anewered in kind and invited 
the Governor to accompany the party. 
This he did to Cocopagh, a atation 
on the line of the Inter-California 
Ratiroad. From there he returtied to 
Mexicali with Mr. Andrade. 

Secretary Lane and the others left 
in automobiles for Volcano Lake, 
Back of Volcano Lake, a vast mud flat, 
he saw hundreds of men and teams 
throwing up a battle line east and 
west for a distance of nine miles, a 
solid barrier seven feet in height with 
a crown of ten feet. It is the bar- 
ricade thrown up to repel the June 
invasion of the Colorado River floods. 

RIDES THE LEVEE. 

In_his auto he rode, either along it 
or ‘on op of the levee, its entire 
length the searching questions he 
put to his guides were proof suffi- 
client of the sincerity and earnestness 
of his interest in the Colorado River 
problem. He had for guides Charies 
R. Rockwood, chief engineer: C. W. 
Brockman and Walter Hamilton, di- 
rectors; and Tom Hinds, superin- 
tendent of the Imperial! irrigation dis- 
trict, which is doing the work. 

Gen. William Marshall, consulting 
engineer to the Secretary, made the 
trip, but deferred to Hinds tn desacrib- 
ing the levee country to the Cabinet 
o Lane told newspa- 
per men that he was not yet prepared 
to discuss plans for permanent con- 
trol of the river, although he said 
informally that it appeared that the 
Bee River should be closed, which 
would mean the putting back of the 
Colorado River into its old channel. 

FEARS NO FLOOD, 

“The work on the levee has con- 
vinced me that Imperial Valley is tn 
no danger of damage from flood this 
year,” Mr. Lane sald. “What must 
be done to harness the river perma- 
nently ie a matter to be studied out. 
The trip has been an education to me. 
I am now better prepared to advise 
Congress on your needs and present 
facts of my own personal knowledge.” 

The Secretary said that members of 
the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions would come west in June, and 
expressed the hope that they could 
inspect the protective work which he 
has seen.

Belmont showed net earnings of 
$91,453 against $115,159 for the same 
month last year. Net profits for the 
Tonopah Mining Company for Febru- 
ary were only $47,800, a decrease of 
over $9000 from the preceding month. 
Jim Butler reported net profits of 
$22,444, derived from the treatment 
of 4255 tons. 

A report is current that the Jim 
Butler company and the West End 
Consolidated have agreed on a com- 
promise of their differences and that 
the case will be settled but of court. 
Thefe is no foundation for this story, 
according to an official denial re- 
ceived from Clyde Heller, president 
of the Butler. He also strongly takes 
exception to the accompanying state- 
ment that the expenses incurred by 
the Butler would not fall short of 
$227,000. He says the entire outlay 
for lawyers, engineers and expert 
geologists did not reach one-third of 
that amount. 

The decision in the sult is due May 
1, according to the statement of the 
court which took the matter under 
advisement for a period of thirty days 
after the submission of briefs.
